ness for turnips. It fairly lived .on 
this prolific vegetable while forging 
through Belgium turnip fields for two 
weeks. The unit went faster than. 
their supply wagons and automobile 
_ ‘trucks, and turnips and emergency 
rations were all they had. On the 
march, and while resting, the bat- 
talion feasted “on turnips.: : 
Wins Belgian Cross 
Captain St. John Whitney, secre- 
tary of the Leslie Salt Company, 
and commander of B Company. during 
the. Argonne rush, came home with 
a Belgian War Cross for bravery in 


action. 

‘Sergt. H. C. Moore of Company C, 

who. comes from Upland, was award- 

ed the Distinguished Service Cross 
for going through heavy shellfire on 
September 26th and procuring aid to 
get his battalion commander, * who 
was injured, to a place of safety. He 
received the French Croix de Guerre 
with palm for placing a machine 
gun in an open field in Belgium, de- 
stroying an enemy machine-gun nest 
in a building and enabling the infan- 
try to advance to an attack. 

The 348th was composed af four 
companies of which A was made up 
largely of San Francisco men. B 
Company had mostly Southern Cali- 
fornia men from Los Angeles and 
San Diego, C had Northern Califor- 
-nia men with a few San Franciscans 
-and D, Montana men with only sev- 
en Californians. 

The unit suffered heavy casualties 
‘due to its “no prisoner” policy. B 
‘Company went into. the Argonne 
fieht with 172 men and came out 
‘with 92 sound men and the other 
companies suffered in proportion. The 
‘battalion was responsible for much 
of the advance made by the brigade 
as it routed out nest after nest of 
enemy machine gunners. In the Bel- 
gian campaign the battalion took 
several! score of prisoners. 

‘The valor of the battalion resulted 
ih a plentiful, sprinkling of decora- 
tions throughout the unit, including 
, Distinguished Service Cross, the 
French cross of war and the Bel- 
gian of war Top Sergeant 
‘Frank Brimer of Company B, a Los 
Angeles mzn, was awarded the D. 
+s. C. posthumously for bravery in 
the Argonne. The Cross was sent 
to his mother. Tony Pernette, a 
San Francisco boy, who was mess 
sergeant of A Company, was given 
the D. S. C. for bringing up hot 
food during the thick of the Ar- 
gonne fighting.

‘Appointments «to county offices 
provided by the charter amendment 
adopted by the people last Novem- 
ber were made by the board of su- 
pervisors Monday, and C. D. Van 
Wie of Ontario was named tax col- 
|leetor, James F. Wheat of Red- 
lands, recorder, and J. B.“Hanna of 
Colton, public administrator and ex- 
officio coroner. Mr. Wheat has been 
in charge of the recorder's office as 
chief deputy. 

The appointments hold until the 
next general election, and are ef- 
fective May 1. 

The charter amendment provided 
for the elimination of the consolida- 
tion plan as outlined in the original 
charter, In the cases of the tax 
collector and recorder the new of- 
| ficials take the places of chief depu- 
ties serving under other officers. The 
treasurer has been ex-officio tax col- 
lector and the clerk has been ex- 
officio recorder. ‘The district attor- 
ney was ex-officio public administra- 
tor and the sheriff was ex-officio 
coroner. 

The amendment required the su- 
pervisors to make the appointments 
for the unexpired terms when the 
legislature ratified the amendment 
voted by the people in November. 

There may be a court test arrang- 
ed to secure a court decision, al- 
though the wording of the charter 
amendment is very definite. 

The attorney general's written de- 
cision, made at the request of As- 
semblyman Samuel Knight of Red- 
lands, set forth that the amendment 
is constitutional and not in conflict 
with the state constitution.

STRANGE confounding 

of two antagonistic ideas 

by some of the statesmen 

at Paris is responsible 
for much of the clash of coun- 
sels in the Peace Conference, 
for the indecision and many of 
the errors of the Conference in 
face of the greatest peril that 
confronts it. It is the chief pur- 
pose of the Conference to end 
the war by a formal Treaty and 
to erect safeguards against a 
recurrence of war by creating 
a League of Nations. In Mr. 
Wilson’s words, the world is ‘to 
be ‘‘made safe for democracy.’’ 
Cherishing this noble aspiration, 
some of the Commisisoners have, 
nevertheless, been persuaded that 
the Soviet Government of Rus- 
sia must be viewed as a part of 
the world movement toward de- 
mocracy, that it is democracy, 
and if not treated with and re- 
cognized, is, at least, not to be 
considered as a subject for re- 
pressive action. This is an as- 
tonishing delusion, for almost at

Said 
notices shall contain a description of said 
animal, and shall set forth that, unless 
reclaimed, said animal will be sold at

and in the manner specified in said 
notices, or at such time he ‘may post- 
pone the sale to some other time or date, 
in which case no new notice of sale 
need be given, except by oral announce- 
ment at the time of postponement.

discretion of the court.
